Government  v'ouJLd  furnish  facilities,  which  "ould 
involve  n o  burden  upon  Japan’s  national  treasury* 

Councillor  I3HII  questioned  about  the  Japanese  Government 's 
oolicy  toward  the  Chungking  Regime  and  pointed  out  the  danger  that 
Japan's  measure  toward  Chungking  might  cause  CH'.KG  KAI  3HEK  to  judge 
Japan's  situation  ns  unfavourable  to  Janar  anc'  thus  take  advantage  of 
it.  War  Minister  TOJO  gave  an  account  of  the  dovelopir.onts  that  had 
taken  place  since  the  Japanese  Government's  statement  of  January  16, 
193^  down  to  the  statement  of  November  3»  193^*  He  stated  that  the 
measures  toward  Chungking  would  be  oushed  forward  in  accordance  with 
the  outline  for  th-  disposition  of  the  CHI  "A  Affair  adopted  in  Coun¬ 
cil  in  the  presence  of  His  ajesty  th*  Emperor*  \s  to  the  effects  of 
these  measures,  ho  stated  that  there  m’ght  bn  different  observations, 
but  a  way  might  bo  opened  b"  utilizing  th  effects  the  Tripartite 
alliance,  etc* 

Councillor  ARIU»  declared  th^t,  even  if  the  union  of  '"“.HO  CHIfG 
731  and  CHIAt'C*  KM  5HEK  matorfalizo  after  th*  recognition  of  tho  new 
"c^ime,  he  feared  that  OHIANG  KAI  SKEK  would  again  gain  supreme  power 
and  thereby  prevent  the  achievement  of  th<-  object  of  Japan's  sacred 
war,  in  vte,',  of  tho  fact  Aha'*  WtfTi  C"ING  WEI  had  proved  himself  here¬ 
tofore  ar  unprincipled  nan  in  his  course  of  actiors,  such  that  ho  T«as 
little  trusted  b”  the  Chinese  the«~solves ,  while  CHIAI’G  I'AI  SIIEK 
enjoyed  thoir  confidence  as  a  heroic  existence*  To  Councillor  AhlMA's 
T-eouesl  for  the  opinio'  cf  the  authorities,  l'rar  iMst.. r  TOJO  exolainc 
that  the  Japanese  Government  intended  to  brine  up  and  strengthen  the 
lev:  regime  and  that  th  union  of  CKI^NG  KAI  SEEK  and  ’VAN'G  CKING  'El 
vould  be  realize-5  if  CT  IANG  KAI  SKMK  would  abandon  his  past  thoughts, 
change  the  true  structure  (cf  his  regime)  and  adopt  the  ideal  of  esta-

Councillor  ISHIZUKA  asked  several  questions :- 


(1) 


o  his  query  as  to  the  future  outlook  for  the  disnosi- 
tion  of  the  (China)  affair,  ^ar  iinister  TOJO  answered 
that,  although  the  new  government  did  not  yet  possess 
real  strength,  Jaoan  intended  to  rear  it  up  and  gradu- 
a^ly  extend  its  political  power  to  all  directions,  and 
that  Japan,  v-ould  strive  to  the  last  to  obtain  the  surr¬ 
ender  of  the  Chungking  Regime. 


(2)  In  reply  to  his  inquiry  as  to  the.  Government's  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  anti-Comr.unist  principle  embodied  in 
the  treaty ,  ^riroicr  KONOYE  declorod  that  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  present  affair  as  a  sacred  war  is  made  most 
distinctly  clear  by  its  anti-Communist  principle,  and  he 
expressed  the  determination  to  maintain  to  the  last  this 
anti-Communist  principle,  regardless  of  what  the  Soviet- 
Jaoanese  relations  are. 


(3)  To  the  query  as  to  th~  status  of  the  Asia  Development 
Board  after  the  recognition  of  the  new  ?ove~nmcnt,  War 
inistcr  TOJO  replied  that,  after  the  recognition  of  the 
new  government,  diplomatic  relations  would  be  ostablishc. 
between  JAPAN  and  CHINA,  and  that  the  status  of  the  Asia 
Development  Board  resulting  from  this  was  being  con¬ 
sidered  together  with  the  readjustment  of  various  organs 
in  CHINA.  * 


Councillor  SHI!  IZU  asked  (1)  about  the  position  of  WANG  CHING  WEI 
In  the  new  government  and  (2)  about  the-  form  of  peace  to  be  made  with 
Chungking  government,.  In  response  to  question  No-  (1)  Secretary- 
ueneral  of  the  Asia  Development  Board  explained  that  the  new  govern¬ 
ment  would  be  organized  in  the  form  of  the  return  of  the  National 
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Government  to  the  nation'?  lanital,  "'ith  LIM  SEN  as  the  Chiof  of 
Stater  lie  added  that,  by  special  ’'revision,  in  acting  Chief  of  State 
could  be  appointed  cubing  ’  is  absence,  me’  that  WANG  CHING  WEI , 
President  of  th'.  r*::ccuiiv«  Yuan,  would  bo  appointed  as  acting  Chief 
of  State,  In  reply  to  question  No,  (2),  Y/ar  Minister  TOJO  stated 
that  the  ptneo  negotiations  with  the  Chungking  government  would  be 
based  upon  the  principle  of  the  un^on  of  CHIAN6  KAI  SHEX  and  WANG 
criro  WEI . 


Councillor  rilNAIil  submitted,  through  the  Vice  Foreign  Minister, 
questionnaires  to  Foreign  minister  J’ OK,. ,  v,ho  ras  absent  from  the 
•rceting,  °nd  requested  replies  thereto  in  the  meeting  tr  be  held 
tomorrow. 

Councillor  N.’.RA  ask-d  ”*bout  the  effects  to  bo  brought  about  by 
tho  conclusion  of  the  treaty,  and  stated  that  if  the  Chungking  govern¬ 
ment  should  fail  to  unite  with  the  new  governrent,  then  CHINA  would  b^ 
iivided  into  two  parts,  that,  after  the  recognition  of  the  new  govern- 
nent,  the  Chungking  government  would  look  uoon  it  as  a  rebel  govern¬ 
ment,  and  that  there  were  doubts  in  regard  to  the  ocrpetual  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  ounitive  campaign  against  the  Chungking  regime.  To  this 
ar  Minister  TOJO  replied  that  this  treaty  prescribed  the  basic  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Sino-Jan-nose  r  laticus,  which  arc  quite  different  from  pro¬ 
visions  for  the  aco.’isiticr.  of  war  gains,  and  that,  although  under  the 
arcsent  situation  the  existence  of  rival  relations  (between  the  two 
regimes)  could,  not  be  d  nied,  Japan  should  recognize  the  new*  govern¬ 
ment  as  tho  National  Government  of  CHINA  and  devise  various  measures 
from  this  standpoint* 

Councillor  ARAKI  asked,  about  the  allotment  of  expanses  of  our 
military  forces  station'd  in  CHINA,  bar^d  upon  the  provisions  of 
\rticlc  IV  of  tho  treaty.  Finance  Minister  KAY’ADA  explained  that 
there  was  no  provision  '“cr  thr  direct  allotment  of  the  expenses,  but 
that  it  is  prescribed  in  Article  IT,  Paragraph  II,  of  the  secret 
agreement  attached  to  th-  tr-.aty,  that  CHINA  shall  furnish  various 
facilities  required  in  stationing  Japanese  military  forces  in  CHINA, 
thereby  making  CHINA  assume  irdircctly  a  considerable  share  of  the 
burden* 

Councillor  SUGAWARA  asked  about  (1)  the  financial  strength  of  the 
•tew  government  a^d  (2)  the  economic  capacity  of  the  CHIANG  K'.I  SHEK 
.sgime,  In  response  to  question  (1),  SIZUKI,  Chief  of  tho  Political 
-ffairs  Division  of  the  Asia  Development  Board,  stated  that  almost  the 
-hole  of  tho  income  of  th.  new  government  was  derived  from  revenues 
.particularly  custom  duties,  consolidated  tax  and  salt-tax)  collected 
ir.  the;  areas  along  the  lower  basin  of  the  YANGTZE  River,  the  total 
revenues  for  the  current  year  being  140  million  yuars  against  esti¬ 
mated  expenditures  of  approximately  170  million  yua^s*  Up  to  tho  end 
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of  September  this  year  the  •'ctual  expenditures  did  not  reach  the 
estimated  figures,  thereby  leaving  a  rovenuc -margin  of  30  million 
yuans,  he  said*  Hereafter,  with  V  penetration  of  the  political 
influences  of  the  new  government,  efforts  will  be  made  to  min  over 
popular  sentiment  ant  to  augment  the  revenue  income,  which  is  the 
basic  source  of  income  Ta  regard  to  question  (2),  -ar  hlnistor 
TOJO  explained  tc  the  following  effect:  The  strengthening  of  our 
blockado  and  the  closing  of  the  CHIANG  aiding  routes  have  driven 
CHIANG  KAI  3HF.K  into  strained,  circumstances,  the  shortage  of  goods 
and  unsatisfactory  donar.d  #*nd  supply  relation  have  placed  Chungking 
on  the  verge  of  an  economic  crisis.  Howe / or,  there  is  no  great 
difficulty  in  maintaining  self-sufficiency  in  foodstuffs-  <»s  to 
public  finance,  according  to  Chungking ' s  ovn  announcement,  the 
incomes,  ••hich  amounted  to  only  1.200  million  yu.ans  before  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  CHINA  Affair,  reached  3,BCC  million  yuans  in  1^3P,  of 
which  2,500  million  yuans  was  allotted  to  military  expenditures. 

"he  sources  of  these  incomes  were  mainly  three  kinds  of  taxes,  namely 
custom-duties,  salt-tax,  and  consolidated  tax;  but  the  incomes  from 
these-  sources  greatly  decreased  from  previous  figures,  on  account  oi 
the  occupation  of  the  principal  areas  by  our  military  forces.  The 
increase  of  taxes  and  the  creation  of  new  taxes  can  hardly  be 
expected  to  yield  any  large  revenues.  The  annual  remittances  from 
Chinese  people  residing  abroad  amount  to  -'bout  100  million  yuans. 

The  collection  of  gold  and  silver  within  the  country  no  longer  bear 
fruits.  Such  being  the  case,  reliance  is  placed,  in  the  final  ana¬ 
lysis,  on  the  issuance  of  public  bonds.  Although  issues  of  pu. -ic 
bonds  since  the  outbreak  of  the  CHINA  Affair  reached  1,20.  million 
yuans ,  only  about  W  of  then  have  been  actually  absorbed.  Foreign 
loans  have  been  comparatively  successful,  but  they  arc  not  sufficient 
to  make  up  the  decrease  in  revenues. 

Lastly,  Councillor  I3HII  submitted  through  the  Vice  Foreign 
Minister,  to  Foreign  linister  MATS*.  OKA,  who  was  absent,  question¬ 
naires  and  requested  replies  to  them  at  the  com  ittee  meeting  of  the 
following  day. 

Chairman  SUZUKI  then  announced  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting 
for  the  day,  adding  that  next  committee  meeting  would  be  held  at 
10:00  A.M.  the  following  day.

SUZUKI,  Chairman  of  the  Comrittee,  called  the  meeting  to  order * 

Foreign  Minister  MATSUOKA  replied  to  the  questionnaires  which 
had  been  submitted  to  him  by  Councillors  MINAMI  and  ISHII  at  the 
Committee  meeting  of  tht  previous  day. 


Among  the  questions  asked  bv  Councillor  MINAMI,  the  first  ques¬ 
tion  pointed  out  that,  whereas  it  had  been  previously  explained  that 
a  Soviet-Japanese  agreement  was  not  concluded  simultaneously  with 
the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  among  Japan,  Germany  *nd  Italy  because 
Japan  relied  upon  Germany’s  promise  that  she  would  use  her  good 
offices  between  Japan  md  the  Soviet  Union,  it  should  be  only 
natural  that  this  Japan-Soviet  problem  should  have  been  taken  up  as 
one  of  the  subjects  for  discussion  in  the  recent  meeting  between 
Von  RIBBENTROP  and  MOLOTOV.  Councillor  MINAiJI  desired  to  know  what 
was  the  actual  case.  I  ATSUOKA  replied  that  on  the  30th  of  last  month 
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if tc-r  communicating  with  Germany,  Ambassador  TATEJCA^/A  proposed  to 
MOLOTOV  a  non-ageression  pact  as  his  Drlvatc  proposal-  Before 
LIOLOTOV's  arrival  at  Berlin  on  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit  to 
Germany,  VON  RIBBENTRCP  had  already  kept  in  touch  with  Ambassador 
KURl'SU.  Thus,  Germany  is  doir^  fairly  hard  to  adjust  Soviet- 
Jamnese  rolrtions,  HATSIOKA  explained. 

Ir.  the  second  question  Councillor  1-iINAilI  asked  whether  it  was 
true  that,  according  tz  what  he  had  heard  from  outsiders  regarding 
the  progress  of  the  rr go ti at ions  between  Japan  and  the  Soviet  Union, 
when  Ambassador  TATEI'A  A  proposed,  a  non-aggression  pact,  MOLOTOV 
counter-asked  him  what  Japan  had  to  offer  in  return  for  it.  HATSUOKA 
replied  that  it  was  re,  generally  sneaking,  but  that  he  desired  to 
avoid  giving  details  of  it  at  this  timer 

In  question  Noc  3  Councillor  F.  IN  AH  I  asked  about  the  Anglo- 
American  relations  with  Chungking.  The  reply  to  this  was  that  there 
’•'as  no  likelihood  of  Britain  and  the  U.S  A.  entering  into  a  rilitary 
alliance  with  CHLtNG  KAI-SHEK,  although  he  had  as  yet  no  definite 
basis  for  explaining  it  as  the  rc-1  state  of  affairs. 

In  question  No  4  Councillor  LfINAill  inquired  about  the  Anglo- 
American  relations  with  Sian.  It  was  replied  to  that,  although  the 
ratter  was  now  under  investigation,  there  v/as  little-  likelihood  of 
a  military  alliance  being  concluded  between  Siam  and  Britain  and  the 
U.S. A. 

In  rc-nly  to  question  No.  5  as  to  th  relation  between  Chungking 
and  the  Soviet  Union,  ATSUOKA  replied  that  the  adjustment  of  Soviet- 
Japan  relations  v,ould  progress  to  a  certain  extent,  but  not  so  far  as 
tc  expect  that  the  Soviet  Union  would  suspend  her  support  of  CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK.  He  added,  however,  that  notwithstanding  this,  adjustment 
of  Sovict-Jannnesc  relations  should  be  pushed  forward  from  a  long 
range  view  point. 

In  reply  to  Councillor  I3HII's  query  as  to  the  advantages  which 
Germany  has  given  to  J'-oan  following  the  conclusion  of  the  Tripartite 
Treaty,  MATSUOICA  replied  to  th.  following  effects  Since  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  Tripartite  Treaty,  Gerr  any  has  not  only  extended  facili¬ 
ties  to  Japan  for  strengthening  our  national  defence,  but  also  given 
friendly  advice  on  the  Chinese  problem  *nd  the  adjustment  of  the 
diplomatic  relations  between  Japan  and  the  Soviet  Union,  and  she  has 
been  conducting  herself  aceordingly.  For  instance,  Japan  had  for¬ 
merly  not  cxnectcd  nucA  from  Germany  for  the  solution  of  the  Chinese 
problem.  However,  after  v.*e  presented  to  CHIANG  KAI-SHEK  our  terms  of 
peace  on  the  5th  of  this  month,  Germany's  RIBBENTROP  and  STAHM1R, 
both  recommended  peace  to  the  Chinese  Ambassador  to  Germany.  It  nay 
be  taken  as  one  of  the  effects  of  this  recommendation  that  Chungking 
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has  aooroached  closer  to  us  and  the  negotiations  are  proceeding 
rather  smoothly,  However,  in  consideration  of  our  oast  experiences 
in  dealing  with  China,  it  is  doubtful  how  the  natter  will  develop 
in  the  future.  Regarding  th<  activities  of  t.hc  foreign  ministers 
of  the  various  countries  of  Europe,  wo  arc  receiving  renorts  fron 
Germany,  The  nain  subjects  of  th  Sovict-Gcrnan  conversations  arc 
the  adjustments  of  the  Italo-Ocrmn  diolonatic  relations  with  the 
Soviet  Union  and  of  the  Soviet-Jaoaneso  relations.  It  w^s  to 
obtain  the  understanding  of  the  Soviet  Union  on  Gerrany1 s  maneuvers 
in  the  Balkans  that  Gerrany  invited  i'OLOTOV  to  visit  Berlin, 

Germany  is  in  a  delicate  position  toward  tho  Soviet  Union,  because 
it  is  observed  thit  Germ-ny's  object  in  maneuvering  to  bring  tho 
Balkans  into  her  sphere  of  influ^nco  is  directed  toward  Britain  in 
the  first  place,  but  also  -ard  th  Soviet  Union,  For  the  adjust¬ 
ment  of  diplomatic  relations  between  Japan  and  th  Soviet  Union,  we 
should  take  the  greatest  advantage  of  Germany's  throat  against  the 
Soviet  Union,  It  follows  that  Germany's  maneuvers  in  the  Balkans 
will  prove  advantageous  to  Japan, 

Next,  Councillor  iilNAUI  asked  several  questions. 

(1)  To  the  question  as  to  what  is  the  oosition  of  the 
Chungking  Rcgiro,  Director  M.'iTSUMOTO,  of  the  Treaty 
Bureau  of  the  Foreign  Ministry,  replied  that,  insofar 
as  Japan  was  concerned,  it  was  nothing  more  than  a 
local  regire  in  China, 

(2)  As  to  tho  question  on  tho  meaning  of  "the  general 
restoration  of  peace"  mentioned  in  tho  treaty,  Foreign 
Minister  M'.TSUOKA  rcDlied  that  this  was  a  natter  to  bo 
decided  by  future  developments,  and  that  Japan  on  her 
part  would  exert  her  utmost  to  supoort  th.  ne*»  govern¬ 
ment  and  make  it  a  do  facto  central  government.  He 
added,  however,  that  Japan  would  handle  matters  in 
such  a  way  that,  as  an  internal  problem  of  China, 
CHIAUG  XaI-SHEK  would  join  the  new  government  and  thus 
enable  Japan  to  recognize  the  actual  results. 

(3)  In  reply  to  the  question  whether  the  subject  treaty, 
which  is  concluded  with  WAI'G  CKING-V/EI,  would  not  be 
affected  as  the  result  of  the  union  of  th'  two  regimes 
because,  though  as  a  ratter  of  forr  th'  union  takes 
tho  form  of  the  absorption  of  th*  local  regime  by  the 
new  government,  actually  the  new  government  is  in 
result  absorbed  by  a  rorc  ooverful  regime.  Foreign 
Minister  KATSUOKA  declared  that  depending  on  Jaoan's 
determination  and  the  develooments  of  the  international 
situation  in  the  future  the  CIIIANG  KAI-SHEK  Regime 
would  become  weakened;  th**t  in  case  CHIAMG  KAI-SHEK 
should  prove  strong  and  the  collaboration  between  him 
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and  WANG  CHING-V7EI  core  Into  being,  the  treaty  right 
be  subjected  to  sore  changes  to  conform  with  the 
developments,  but  ovon  then  the.  chv'i'os  would  not  be 
groit.  This  would  be  so,  ho  said,  because  the  terrs 
which  were  presented  to  CHI ANG  KAI-SHEK  as  a  private 
proposal  ~nd  had  alroady  received  his  consent  for  the 
post  part,  were  substantially  not  different  from  the 
contents  of  this  treaty,  though  th^y  differ  in  form. 

(4)  As  to  thv  difference  ir.  th  nearing  of  "Greater  EAST 
ASIA"  ns  mention. d  in  the  Tripartite  Alliance  Treaty 
and  of  "EAST  ASIA"  as  mention'd  in  the  present  treaty, 
Director  &ATSUL10T0 ,  of  the  Tr-aty  Bureau,  explained 
that  th  difference  occurred  from  historical  dcvelop- 
nent,  but  that  it  was  proper  to  interpret  both  terns 
as  having  the  sar-'O  penning. 

(5)  As  to  the  penning  of  the  provision  in  Article  II  of 
the  treaty  prescribing  that  "the  governments  of  the 
two  countries  shall  cooperate  with  each  other  in 
respect  to  the  harnonizatior.  of  cultures,"  SUZUKI, 
Chief  of  the  Political  Affairs  Division  of  the  Asia 
Develoon-.nt  Foard,  replied  that,  although  Japan, 
Mnncbukuo,  and  Chin''  forn  the  axis  of  East  Asia.  Japan 
is  its  kernel  anc5  that  th  chief  object  of  the  Article 
is  to  harmonize  Japan's  culture  v*ith  others - 

(6)  As  to  the  reason  why  in  Article  III  the  stationing  of 
Japanese  r.llitary  forces  was  restricted  to  the  necess¬ 
ary  period  of  tine,  War  'Jinister  TOJO  replied  that  thi 
was  sc  provided  for  th~>  purpose  of  clarifying,  at  the 
request  of  the  new  government,  that  the  stationing  of 
troops  was  not  a  porr.anent  one,  but  that  the  troops 
night  be  stationed  for  an  indefinite  period  depending 
upon  the  circunstances, 

(7)  As  to  the  starting  point  for  reckoning  the  two  years 
referred  to  in  Article  III  of  the  Protocol  attached  to 
the  treaty,  namely,  that  the  withdrawal  of  Japanese 
troops  shall  be  completed  "within  two  years  after  the 
establishment  of  peace  and  order."  Director  KATSUMOTO 
of  the  Treaty  Bureau  replied  that  this  Article  was  the 
greatest  sturbling-block  in  the  negotiations  between 
Jaoan  and  China,  and  that  its  interpretation  was  spe¬ 
cially  made  clear  in  th^.  minutes.  Of  course,  he  said, 
tho  withdrawal  of  Japanese  troons  cannot  bo  completed 
until  peace  and  order  have  been  established,  but  even 
if  peace  and  order  is  established,  considerable  tine 
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will  be  required  as  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
complete  the  withdrawal  cT  Japanese  trooos  simultane¬ 
ously  with  the  establishment  of  peace  and  order.  How- 
ex  rr,  the  terr  of  'withdrawal  ms  restricted  to  within 
tv-o  years.  War  i  ini3ter  TOJO  explained  that  the  army 
interpreted  that,  ever  when  general  peace  is  restored, 
a  state  o'1  belligerency  terminated,  and  the  withdrawal 
of  troops  commenced,  the  end  or  'ho  withdrawal  would  b< 
v'ithir  two  years. 

Recess  (from  noon  to  1:30  P.  ’.) 

(P)  In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  the  position  which  Jaoai 
occupies  in  Hainan  Island  under  the  treaty  terms  in 
view  of  the  special  desires  held  by  the  Japanese  peopl* 
at  lnrg:  in  respect  to  that  island,  Foreign  iiinistsr 
ATSUOKA  stated  that,  since  the  Chinese  people  in  gene¬ 
ral  are  highly  sensitive  to  saving  the  Jr  face,  it  was 
intended  to  allow  the  Chinese  to  establish  a  province, 
including  the  island  as  its  principal  component,  and  tc 
ensure  Japan's  grasp  over  it. 

(9)  In  reply  to  the  qury  as  tc  how  much  rational  expendi¬ 
ture  Jnnar  has  soont,  in  the  Chira  Aff-ir  since  its  out¬ 
break,  Finance  inis  ter  ICAVADA  stated  that  the  total 
amount  of  budget  allotted  to  military  expenditure  up  tc 
arch  1936  reached  l6,4-55,OCO,OOC  yon. 

Councillor  STJGAMRA,  after  pointing  out  that,  notwithstanding  tl 
fact  that  the  Government  intended  tc  conclude  tlu.  now  treaty  by  the 
end  of  November  a”d  hence  recognize  the  new  government  during  Novembe 
it  is  said  that  the  peace  moves  toward  the  Chungking  R.  eJmo  would  be 
continued  during  December,  asked  the  reason  for  providing  this  one 
month  period  between  them,  this  Foreign  inistcr  "ATSUOiCA  replied 
that  the  Nanking  government  ”ould  be  recognized  by  the  end  of  Novenba 
because  of  the  need  of  extending  recognition  in  view  of  various  asp¬ 
ects  of  the  situation;  that  if  there  should  bo  hope  of  success  in  the 
near  future  in  the  peace  moves  toward  the  Chungking  government,  the 
signing  of  the*  treaty  might  be  postponed  for  some  length  of  time;  and 
that  a  period  of  one  moneh  ves  reserved  for  this  purpose.  Further,  h 
stated  that  the  new  government  well  understood  th^t  the  peace  moves 
•would  be  continued  ever,  after  the  end  of  this  year,  'hr  I’inistc.r  TOJ 
explained  that  it  was  our  consistent  policy  to  obtain  the  Chungking 
government’s  surrender  and  to  hivf  it  join  the-  new  government. 

Councillor  "ATSUT RA  asked  th*  moaning  of  th  expression  in  the 
new  outline  for  the  disposition  of  the  China  Affair,  which  was  adopte 
on  Noverber  13,  that  the  ocace  terms  ”ill  be  based  on  the  new  treaty. 
Foreign  iinistor  IlATbUOKA  replied  that,  although  there  might  bo  consi 
derable  room  for  concession  in  the  peace  terms  from  the  standpoint  of 
form,  the  peace  terms  should  be  substantially  based  on  the  nc*7  treaty 
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Councillor  USHIO  naked  -'hether  there  ’-ns  my  orespcct  for  the 
roves  toward  the  Chunking  Regime  tc  succeed  during  the  current  year. 
Foreign  minister  !I  TEUOie.  r  plied  that  ho  could  only  say  tlrt  It  ms 
uncertain,  although  it  vns  not  quite  hopeless. 

Councillor  H.YAS’rI  asked  for  explanations  about  th:  signers  of 
the  treaty  and  their  Powers  to  d^  so.  Director  ,L‘.?Sr  OTO  of  the 
Tn  nty  Bureau  of  th  for  ign  .  inistry  explained  that,  according  tc 
the  Organic  Lav  of  China,  the  never  tr  conclude  treaties  lies  in  the 
National  Government,  and  that  TI.V G  THING-  I,  v;hr'  is  presently 
’resident  of  th  rh:ccut<vc  h. an  and  Acting  Chief  of  State  of  the 
National  Government  c'urinr  the  latter’s  absence,  and  -  ho  is  scheduled 
tc  be  shortly  inaugurated  as  Chief  of  State,  ,-ruld  sig-  the  treaty. 

Councillor  USHIO  asked  further  th^t,  ’h ureas  ..rticlc  VII  of  the 
treatv  provides  for  the  abolition  of  extraterritoriality  and  the 
return  of  concessions  cn  the  part  of  Jaoan,  and  the  freeden  of  resi¬ 
dence  and  engagement  in  business  for  th-  Ja  j^nesc  people  on  the  part 
of  China,  these  twe  were  reciprocal  or  not.  Foreign  Minister 
W.TSUOFA  replied  th^t  as  a  mttcr  rf  principle  they  ricrc.  reciprocal, 
but  actually  there  mould  be  sere  difference  cf  tine  in  their  execu¬ 
tion. 


Councillor  FUK  I  asked-  (])  In  case  the  Chungking  government 
should  fortunately  accept  t’  e  term?  of  Peace  with in  this  month,  then 
v.’hrt  will  be  the  pcsiticn  of  CKIANG  KAI-SHEK  and  his  relation  v/ith 
’7iNG  CHING-WEI?  (2)  ’That  is  the  government's  policy  toward  esta¬ 
blishment  of  Chinese  economy?  (3)  Vh^t  is  th.  policy  in  respect  to 
the  rights  and  interests  of  foreign  countri  s  •'"d  foreign  nationals 
in  China? 

In  reply  to  question  (1),  Fore  ign  ‘  inistcr  T.TvUOKA  said  that, 
even  if  CHIANG  K*»I-SHFK  should  accept  the  terrs  for  peace,  we  did 
not  desire*  his  assumption  f  a^  irportar.t  position  in  the  nor  govern¬ 
ment;  and  that,  after  th*  submission  Chunrking,  ho  -ould  hove  to 
retire  t*-  private  life- 

Ir  reply  to  question  (2).  "’.'"SUOKA  stated  that  Japan  mould  for 
a  long  tire  in  the  future  held  the  political  leadership  of  the 
Greater  East  Asiatic  sphere,  but  at  the  smo  tl*~  Jaoan  would  strive 
tc  acquire  rcciorcc''!  benefits  cr.  a  basis  rf  equality,  avoiding  any 
arbitrary  monopolization  of  th. ;  profits  through  her  position  cf 
supremacy  in  economic  relations.  He  added,  however,  that  Japan  need 
net  necessarily  stick  tr  this  ideal  depending  upon  the  situation  at 
here  and  abroad. 
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Ip.  rooly  tc  question  (3)i  ho  explained  that  Jaoan  would  net  per- 
nit  any  foreign  country  tc  exploit  China  as  its  own  colony,  and  that 
in  this  nsDcct,  th;  re  ”isht  be  the  possibility  of  frictions  in  the 
future  also. 

Councillor  FUT71.  I,  '•fter  pci1- ting  out  th-*4,  Deace  roves  toward 
Chungking  v/c  e  bcin^  crnductcd  side  by  side  v:ith  the  steus  for  the 
conclusion  of  this  treaty,  as^cd  vhether  a  now  treaty  would  be  con¬ 
cluded  and  the  arcsovi+  tr  aty  abolished  in  case  the  ^eace  moves 
should  prove  successful. 

Foreign  i’inist  r  ‘.'.M3U0KA  replied  th’.t,  in  case  bv  the  end  of 
this  month  there  ''rises  prospect  cf  establishing  peace  rith  Chungking 
in  the  ne^r  future,  the  signing  of  this  treaty  right  be  postponed, 
and,  deoending  upon  the  circumstances ,  the  signing  of  it  right  be 
suspended. 

At  this  juncture,  V.’ar  Minister  TOJO  asked  for  a  recess.  As  the 
result  cf  consultations  among  the  Goverrm\-nt  norbers  during  this 
recess  (3*30  to  3:40  Foreign  Minister  MA7S10KA  replied  that 

the  two  items  of  the  nronosal  had  boon  submitted  for  deliberation, 
regardless  cf  th.  success  or  failure  of  the  nonce  moves  toward  the 
Chungking  Government,  and  that  if  the  rccasion  demands  in  the  future 
the  government  would  take  the  necessary  skews. 

Councillor  FUTAG/J’I  further  asked:  (1)  Thither ,  as  the  result 
of  negotiations  with  the  Chungking  governrent  following  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  present  treaty,  the  orcsent  treaty  would  be  abolished 
and  whether  V7.!JG  CHING-  "El,  head  cf  th.  Nanking  governrent,  right  be 
forced  to  retire  fro"-  public  life;  and  (2)  Th^  extent  to  which  the 
peace  terms  toward  Chungking  government  would  be  based  on  tho  basic 
treaty. 

In  reply  to  quesuim  No.  1,  Foreign  “inister  i'VfSUOKA  declared 
that  at  the  present  time  h.  could  n't  thinv  at  all  that  such  a  thing 
would  occur. 

V.'ith  resooct  question  (2),  Tar  .minister  TOJO  stated  that  the 
neace  terms  would  be  bused  on  the  basic  twenty  and  all  arrangements 
attached  to  it. 

Councillor  MANO  asked  (1)  about  the-  kinds  cf  soocifiod  resources 
v'hich  Japan  and  China  promise  tc  develop  in  close  cooocration  with 
each  other  as  nor  Article  VI,  Paragraph  II,  cf  the  treaty,  and  (2) 
whether  th.-  new  gf.vc-rnment  ”-culd  be  nermitted  to  employ  foreign 
advisers  other  than  Janancse. 

In  ronly  to  question  Nr.  1,  SUZUKI,  Chief  cf  the  Political 
Affairs  Divisio-  cf  the  Asia  Development  Board,  mentioned  the-  kinds 
of  enterprises  which  were  being  oncrated  Jointly  by  Japanese  and 
Chinese. 
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As  re-ard  question  Ur,  2,  Director  I7.TSUM0T0  rf  tho  Treaty 
Bureau  replied  that  the  ncr  '*overnrxnt  would  be  under  obligation  to 
cn^a^e  Japanese  advisors  and  ~cverni  ent  officials. 

Councillor  OHSHI'IA  asserted  that  in  order  to  cepe  -"ith  the  now 
situation  in  future  of  protracted  endurance,  it  <"ould  bo  necessary 
tr  use  Chinese  troops,  and  asked  the  basis  for  it  in  tho  treaty 
terrs. 


SUZUKI,  Chief  rf  the  Political  Affairs  Division  of  th^  Asia 
Doveloor.cnt  Br.«rd,  explained  that  the  basis  for  it  lay  in  Article  IV 
cf  the  treaty  in  resacct  to  corporation  for  th  .  raintonanco  of  peace 
nne  order,  in  dccur.cnt  (A)  o**  the  exchanged  secret  official  docunontr 
in  respect  t-  cc operation  in  antl-Cc  mnist  operations  and  the  min- 
tenanco  cf  peace  and  order  in  lien^chian*  °nd  North  China,  and  in 
1  curcnt  (B)  cf  the  exchanged  secret  official  dreunents  in  re3oect 
to  cooperation  for  the  ccrplctc  achiovcr.ont  rf  the  object  of  war.
